THIS YEAR AND LAST
(By Associated Press.)

NOW ORLEANS, LA., Oct. 1C.Secre¬
tary Hester's statement of the world's
visible supply of cotton, Issued to-day,
shows the total visible to be 1,S27,3S2,
against 1,003,7G7 last week and 3,304,418
last year. Of this the total American
cotton is 1,325,382. against 1,097,477 last
week and 1,603,418 last year, and of all
other kinds, including Egypt, Brazil, In¬
dia, etc.. 002,000. against oOfi.OOO last week
and 441,000 last year.
Of tho world's «visible supply of cotton

there Is now afloat and held In Great Bri¬
tain and Continental Europe 050,000,
against 1,122,000 last year; Egypt 43,OJO,
against G'3,000 last year; in India 222,000,
against £00,00 last year, and In tho United
States 600,000, against 91G.0U0 last year.

ton police oillclals were severely criticised
by various speakers In Faneuil Hall to¬
day. The meeting was called In pro¬
test aaginst tho proceedings of the au¬

thorities In an attempt to find Chinamen
who had no registration papers by Col¬
onel S. W. Nlckerson, Chinese vice-con¬
sul in this city.
Wllilnm Lloyd Garrison presided, and

speeches were made by several prominent
speakers. Resolutions were adopted by
the five hundred persons present condemn¬
ing tho acts of the oillclals concerned as

dangerous to personal liberty and In de-
fianco of constitutional rights, and Invok¬
ing public sentiment against a possible
repetition of such an "outrnge."
